LoxDoN, March 81.—It nothing happens to 
prevent the arrangement from being carried 
outthe House of Commons willrise for the 
Easter holidays on next Tues- 
day. It is possible that the 
division on the second reading of 
the tithes bill will not take place until the eve 
of the adjournment, as there will still bea 
good deal of discussion from the Liberal 
benches, although ‘the Conservatives, who 
are opposed to some of the provisions of 
the bill, will reserve their criticisms for the 
stage on committee. As to the Irish land pur- 
chase bill, there is talk of a fortnight’s debate 
on the second reading, which seems to ind! 
oate that members have made up their minds 
that the bill will be a very ‘‘contentious’’ 
one. A very prominent supporter of the 
Government ventured on the prophecy to- 
day that the bill will ‘‘never be carried’’ this 
session. 

THE STANLEY RECEPTION. 

It is probable that the reception of Mr. 
Henry M. Stanley by the Royal Geographical 
Society will take place at the Albert Hall on 
May 5. Mr. Stanley expects to 
reach London about the 25th of 
April. The Albert Hall meeting 
will be presided over by the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, and itis expected that the Prince of 
Wales will be present and will speak. Mr. 
Stanley will describe some of the geographical 
results of his expedition and will be 
presented with the handsome gold medal 
which has been specially struck in his honor. 
It is hoped from a communication which 
has been received from Emin Pasha 
that the hero will appear in Lon- 
don before the end of the session, 
and so he will no doubtreceive from the 
society a worthy recognition of his many 
years’ work in Africa. The society’s ban- 
quetto Mr. Stanley will take place some time 
after the Albert Hall meeting.

Fists and sticks were freely 
used. Meyer's eyes were dlackened and the 
blood flowed from Alberti’s nose. The play 
was stopped and both combatants were ar- 
rested. 
THE BRUSSELS LABOR CONGRESS. 

The miners of Saarbrack have adopted a 
resolution declaring that they will not send 
delegates to the Brussels Labor Congress. 
The resolution further declares that the Saar- 
bruck miners do not acquiesce inthe Belgian 
workmen’s programme, which they declare 
is excessive and arbitrary, and credits the re- 
cent Berlin Labor Conference with an earnest 
intention to promote the welfare of 
workingmen. The miners employed in the 
Unser Fritz Colliery at Dortmund are opposed 
to a strike. 

NEGOTIATING FOR CO-OPERATION.

CITY OF MEx1co, March 25.—A contract has 
been made between the Government of Guate- 
mala and Henry I. F. Cottu, the Representa- 
tive of a French syndicate, for the constrac- 


tion of the Northern qailroad of Guatemala, 
extending from the capital to the Atlantic 
Ocean. his line will connect with the Cen- 
tral Rallway running between the capital and 
the Pacific Ocean and willthus complete the 
Ipter-Oceanic route across the Republic. 
The French company will place at the dis- 
pore of the government $21,312,500 in gold. 

ith this money the nation will purchase the 
Guatemala Central Raliroad valued at $5,000,- 
000 In Guatemalan coin, and with the re- 
mainder the company will construct the 
Northern Railroad with the necessary wharves 
at the seaport stations, etc. Ten 
willions or france will be em- 
ployed in establishing an agricultural 
mortgage bank. As a guarantee of the 
payment of principal and interest of this loan, 
the French company will receive a mortgage 
on the tax on spirituous liquors, The Gov- 
ernment will control and manage the rali- 
road and banking Inatitutions as national 
property, the National Treasury profiting by 
the gains or bearing the losses. The con- 
struction of these railroads will probably lead 
to an immediate rise in the value of lands, 
which are now uncultivated, andtoan influx 
of immigrants.

C. W. Zeller is a riding master, well known 
in local German circles, His headquarters 
are at Koetter’s Hotel, and untila short time 
ago he owned and managed a riding school on 
Second Carondeletavenue. According to his 
own statement he, last fall, bargained with 
Julius Schroeder, the owner of the Weiss 
Beer Brewery, on South Tenth street, to sell 
Schroeder’s property. It he snceceeded in 
getting Schroeder’s price for the brewery 
he was to get as acommission the sum of $100. 
Zeller went to work on the matter and soop 
had a customer. This was in the person ofa 
young man named Fred Schiief. The latter 
was something of a strangerinthecity. He 
had come to St. Louis from Streator, III., with 
the ideg of locating and going into business. 
He had some money on i hand and 
represented to Zeller that he 
wanted to invest it. Zeller brought 
thetwo men together. As a result of his 
management on October 2, last, Schroeder 
and Schlief signed a contract by which 
Schilef was to purchase the Weiss Beer Brew- 
ery for a consideration of $6,000. Schilef made 
a deposit of $20 to bind the bargain. Alter- 
wards he weakened in the deal and put bis 
money into a West End livery concern in 
which he is yet interested. 

The $20 which had been deposited was of 
course forfeited to Schroeder. Zeller then 
made his claim for the $100 commission . which 
had been promised him, insisting that while 
the deal bad not gone through he had earned 
his money in the completing of the 
agreement. Schroeder refused to consider 
the claim and Zeller brougut civil sult against 
him for $100. The action came up before 
Justice Von Gerichten and was decided in 
Zelier’s favor, judgment being given against 
Schroeder for thefull amount ofthe agent’s 
claim. 
cuit Court. 

Several days ago the action came upand was 
dismissed,a compromise having been effected. 
The terms of compromise, it appears, were 
that Schroeder was to pay Zeller $50, Zeller to 
stand the costs of the court. 

Now comes the complicated part of the 
affair. Itseemsthat Zeller was represented 
in. the court by a once prominent civil 
as well as criminal attorney. To this man 
Schroeder gave a draft on the Fourth National 
Bank for $50. The attorney took the paper to 
the bank and had itcashed. He, it is alleged, 
retained the whole sum asa fee. That is why 
Zeller makes complaint. 

The unfortunate riding-master appears to 
be in «a preity pickle, too. Not only has he 
lost bis $50, but he is obliged to 
pay all the costs of the litigation. In 
Justice Von Gerichten’s court when he first 
made complaint he was compelled to put up 
$10. This now goes to pay the costs in tbat 
court. In addition his property is liable to 
action for the $24.25 whictis claimed in the 
Circuit Court. Se has lost his commission and 
is $34.25 out as a result of his real estate manip- 
ulations. He insists that the agreement 
made by him with the attorney 
was that the latter should receive 
one-halfof the amount recovered in the suit.

AN OLD SEAMAN GONE, 


Vice-Admiral Stephen ©. Rowan Passes 
Away at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 31.—Vice-Ad- 
miral Stephen Rowan, U. 8. N. (retired), died 
of Bright’s disease at an early hour this 
morning at the Ebbitt House, in this city. 


Stephen Clegg Rowan was born near Dublin, 
Ireland, on Christmas Day, 1808, and at the 
time of his death was over 81 years of age. 
He emigrated to the United States in early 
life, and in 1826 received a commission 
as midshipman in the United States Navy, 
his appointment being credited to Ohio. 
During the Seminole War, from 1532 to 1836, 
he was engaged in boat expeditions 
on the Florida Coast, and in 18387 
was promoted to a lieutenancy. 


After service on the coast survey he partici- 
ated in the capture of Monterey and San 
lego, Cal., delng attached to the Pacific 

e on blockade duty in the Gulf 

of California with the ‘‘Uyane’’ he destroyed 

a number of gunboats and captured many 

vessels. He commanded the naval brigade 

under Admiral Stockton in the victories of San 

Gabriel and La Mesa, January 9 and 10, 1847, 

was highly commended for valor in the 

face of the enemy and received 

a wound in the shoulder. Later he com- 

manded a land expedition in the interior of 

Mexico, and attacked a large hostile 

force. In 1855 he was pro- 

moted to commander. At the attack 
of the rebellion Rowan was in command of 
the steam sloop ‘‘Pawnee’’ and partici- 
pated in the first naval engagement 
of the war, the attack on the rebel 
batteries at Acguia Oreek; under Commodore 

Stringham he participated In the bombard- 

ment and capture of the forts at Hatteras, and 

afterwards destroyed Fort Ocracoke. In the 
attack on Roanoke Island Rowan led 

Goldsborough’s fleet, and upon the 

surrender of the forts pursued and 

destroyed the enemy’s flotilla. Rowan con- 
ducted several expeditions among the 
sounds of North Carolina, co-operated with 

Burneside’s column in the capture of New- 

bern, captured Fort Macon, and in a series of 

expeditions drove the enemy from the North 

Carolina waters. For conspicuous gallantry 

he was commissioned Captain and Commo- 

dore on the same day, July 16,1862, and placed 
in command ot the ironclad the New Iron- 
sides,’’ en ed in operations against 

Charieston. or many months he held 

this position, being engaged in an almost 

constant conflict with the vessels and forts 
ofthe rebeis. In 1866 he was made Rear-Ad- 
miral, and in 1870 was made Vice-Ad- 
miral. After the war he commanded 
the Asiatic squadron, served as Chlat of the 

Norfolk Navy Yard, as Governor of the Naval 

Asylum and in 1882 was appointed tothe Su- 
rintenden of the Naval Observatory.

Heavy Rain atthe Former Place—A Rise at 
Cairo—Serious Levee Breaks—The River 
at Helena, Ark., at a Stand—Pianta- 
tions im Mississippi sSubmerged—Th e 
Skipwith Crevasse. 


GREENVILLE, Miss., March $1.—The river in 
front ot the town jis falling, although the 
backwater in the rear of the town is rising.

Disastrous Rain. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March $1.—Aftera fall of 
four-tenths the river is again rising here, 
Rain has fallen in torrents since last 
night and all the small streams are 
running full.

Congressman Wilson of West Virginia has, it 
is sald, been offered and has accepted the 
Presidency oft the State University o 
Missouri, the position from which Dr 
Laws was removed by tue Legisiature. 


Congressman Wm. Lyne Wilson was born in 
Jefferson County, Virginia, May 8, 1843. He 
is a graduate of the Columbian College and 
also a «cholar of the University of 
Virginia, which he left in 1862 
to enter the Confederate army. 


After the war he served asa professor of Latin 
in the Commercial College from 1865 to 1871, 
studying law atthe same time. On being ad- 
mitted to the bar he began practice at Charies- 
ton, W. Va. In 1880 he was 
elected a delegate to the Demo- 
cratic National Oonvention, and also as & 
Presidential elector. In 1882 he became Presi- 
dent of the University of West Virginia, but 
resigned in December, 1883, to take his seat 
in Con He was re-elected and 
served the four following terms and wess 
member ofthe Ways and Means Committee 
which prepared the Mills tariff bill. He 
always took an active part in debates of 
all kinds but particularily on this 
measure, e was 4 regent of Smithsonian 
Institute from 1883 to 1887 and the degree of 
L.L. D. was conferred upon him in 1883 by the 
Columbian University.

A COUGH, 


What It Is and How It Sheuld Be 
Treated. 


From the Youth's Companion. 

A cough is not a disease, but a symptom of 
disease. The body is a network of nerves, 
and sometimes a cough is a response to a re- 
mote irritation—some trouble in the ear, per- 
haps, a disturbance in the intestines, or a 
pressure on some distant nerve. 

It may be due to enlarged tonsils, toa long 
uvula, or to an inflamed mucous membrane in 


any part ofthe air passages, from the back- 
mouth down through the bronchial tubes. 

In hysteria there is often a most unmistak- 
able but useless cough, for which there is not 
the slightest reason. It isa single loud bark, 
wholly unlike the peculiar, rapid succession 
of sounds heard in most other coughs. There 
need be no alarm about it; it has no connd®- 
tion with any organic disease. 

Everybody is famillar with the spasmodic 
character of whooping cough—the long. 
whooping inspiration, followed at length by 
the violent, repeated expirations. The spasm 
is wholly unlike that of asthma. It is confined 
to the larynx, which it partially closes. 

The a ry oy painful character of the cough 
of pleurisy is due to the fact that the cough 
— the lungs against the inflamed, mem- 

rane, the pleura, by which they are invested. 
spasmodic 
closure of the bronchial tubes, producing a 
sense of suffocation. As the spasm yiel “ 
there is a copious expectoration of impid 
mucus. 

In consumption the irritation is not in the 
mucus membrane, but in the lung-substance. 
Hence, in the early stage of the disease, the 
cough is a mere ‘‘hack,’’ there being little or 
nothing to raise; the well-known cough of the 
later stage is connected with the ulcerous 
condition of the lungs. 

Itisthe office of the mucous membrane 
everywhere to secrete a thin, lubricating 
fluid. When this membrane is inflamed, the 
secretion isnot only much increased, but is 
changed in quality, becoming thick and 
tenacious. In inflammation of the bronchial 
membrane, as in bronchitis ora common 
cold, the cough is the only means of relieving 
the lungs of what otherwise might 
cause a fatal soffocation. To arrest the 
cough, and leave the real trouble behind, 
would be to kill the patient. 

Much of our coughing, however, is useless. 
By an effort of the will we may often over- 
come the tendemcy to it. Asthe larynx is 
specially irritable at such times, the cold in- 
breathed air may bring ona useless coughing 
spell. Asipping of linseed tea is here heipful 
by protecting the sensitive nerves from the 
air with a thin coating, and care should be 
taken to breathe through the nose, instead of 
through the mouth.

Domestic Slavery in the East. 


From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

The committee appointed to deal with the 
importation of black slaves into the Turkish 
and Persian dominions met in Brussels, writes 
the correspondent of the Manchester Guardian 
recently. A hot discussion immediately be- 


gan between Caratheodori, Turkish Minister, 
and the President, M. Lambermont, on the 
Belgian scheme. Oaratheodori read the 
Turkish firman promulgated on December 
80 prohibiting importation, the traffic in, or 
the transit of black slaves throughout Otto- 
man territory, and stated that Turkey 
was ready to indorse all the provisions 
of the Belgian scheme which were consistent 
with that firman, but would not touch nor 
allow to be touched the vested rights of the 
present slave wroprietors in Turkey, inas- 
much as the said slaves were well treated and 
far happier than they would be if freed and 
returned to Africa. In short, Turkey is ready 
to prevent and punish the importation of 
fresh slaves, but strenuously opposes the lib- 
eration of those now held. . Lambermont 
pointed out that this would amount to om. 
cially sanctioning the principle of slavery. 
The debate was adjourned. Meanwhile the 
committee voted clause 2, about which there 
was no difierence, and which provides for the 
liberation and return to Africa of slaves inter- 
cepted in course of transportation.

A QUEER LOCAL STORM. 


THE HEAVY FALL OF SNOW YESTERDAY 
AND LAST NIGHT. 


The Heaviest Storm on Record ia St. Louis 
People Waging Knee Deep in the Beauti- 
ful— ae" of the Storm—What the Sig- 
mal Service Officers Say—Reports From 
Other Points. 


The records f the Signal Service do not 
mention a snowstorm equal in violence or as 
peculiar as the one which has now continued 
fortwo days. The fall was the heaviest ever 
known here and the total precipitation up to 
the time of this morning’s observation was 
two inches of melted snow, which means 
twenty inches unmelted. The peculiar 
feature of it was that it was almost entirely 
local, there being an equally heavy fall only at 
near points in Illinois. Last night there were 
few places in the country which reported any- 
thing more than a light fall of snow or a sprin- 
kle of rain, while St. Louls was baving the 
hardest snowstorm it ever knew. A little 
snow fell at Cairo, at Springfield and 
at Kansas City, but not much, and to-day it 
rained at Springfield. There was quite a fall 
of snow at Cairo this morning, and the last 
report was that they had five or six inches of 
it there. Away off in the Northwest there 
were some storms, but nothing equal to the 
fall in St. Louls. Louisville reports seven 
inches this morning, but Memphis and Little 
Rock have had only rain. The course of 
the storm was a conflict between 
a low and a high barometer area in 
the West, and the low has split, a 
part coming this way while the other 
half lingered inthe West. This second halt 
is now on its way here, and it will probably 
arrive with more snow about to-morrow. 
There isno prospect of clear weather before 
thirty-six hours have passed. Why st. Louis 
and the surrounding territory alone received 
such a heavy snow isa riddle, and it will be 
classed in the records as a meteorological 
phenomenon. The snow was wet and 
„nasty and clung to the tracks in sucha 
way that it delayed trains, and they were all 
from one to-.three hours late. 


Twenty Inches at Mascoutah.

PROPOSED ROUTE OF THE NEW sr. LOUIS, 
‘CENTRAL & WESTERN RAILWAY- 


Important Street Improvements to Come Up 
for Censideration—The Scheme to Make 
Grand Avenue on the South Side ef the 
City a Handsome Boulevard—The Street 
Paving Question—City Hall Gossip. 


The new ordinance of the St. Louis Ventral 
& Western Railway Co., which has passed 
both houses of the Municipal Assembly and 
has been signed by the Mayor, grants the 
company the right to operate a-strect rallroad 
over the present tracks of the St. Louis, Cable 
& Western Railroad—which corporation 1, 
really is under another name—from Sixth and 
Locust streets to the present terminus of 
the cable line, on Morgan street, wes® 
of Vandeventer avenue. The company is 
authorized further to extend its line from that 
point curving northwestwardly through city 
block No. 8754 to the alley on the south side of 
the read-bed of the St. Louis Narrow- 
Gauge division of the Cable & Western 
Railway Co., thence westwardly through said 
alley and over and across all intervening 
streets, highways and private property in a 
line with said alley and over and across all 
intervening streets, highways and private 
property ina line with saidailey to Taylor 
avenue, thence over and across Taylor avenue 
into city block No. 3761 and then by the 
most practicable route into Richmond place 
at a point about 3800 feet west of Taylor 
avenue, thence westwardly on Richmond 
place to Walton avenue, thence over and 
across Walton avenue through city block 
8762, over and across Bayard avenue through 
city block 3763, over and across Lay avenue 
through city block 8764, over and across Au- 
bert avenue through eity block 3765, over and 
across King’s highway into Morgen street on 
the west side of King’s highway, thence west- 
wardiy on Morgan street to Union 
avenue, and thence south on Union avenue 
to the railroad track of the 
Wabash Western Railway Co., which is at or 
near the north line of Forest Park, and if said 
grantee, its successors or assigns, shall at 
any time succed in obtaining the right of way 
over the private lands west of Union avenue 
and adjacent to Forest Park its tracks may be 
deflected by easy curving out of Union avenue 
and into such lands, and in that event its 
tracks aud railroad may be projected, ex- 
tended, constructed and operated over the 
track or tracks of the Wabash 
Western Railway Co. and over all 
intersecting streets and alleys in 
an elevated structure into Forest Park ata 
point west of the Superintendent’s hause and 
north of the most northerly driveway, so that 
no roadway in the park will be crossed or ob- 
structed by them; such terminal point to be 
determined by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments; the elevations of such elevated 
structure over all intersected streets 
and alleys, if any, and the plan 
by which the deflection from Union avenue 
and into the park is to be made, as well as the 
point of deflection, to be submitted to and ap- 

roved by the Board of Public Improvements 

efore the work is done, and when approved 
by the Board of Public Improvements the 
work shall be done in strict compliance with 
the plan so approved. 

The company is authorized to operate their 
line either by cable or electricity and ifthe 
latter power is used they can adopt either a 
storage battery or an overhead or under- 

round wire system. The switch at Sixth and 
— streets must be shortened so that the 
cars cannot project beyond the west building 
line of Sixth street. This ordinance was 
passed so as torelieve the St. Louls, Cable & 
Western Co., which is bankrupt, from paying 
a Une of $100a day to the city for failure to 
carry out thelr contract in extending their 
line to Taylor avenue within a given time.

be remarked this morning. speaking on the 
subject. Tou will no doubt see some very 
pretty and fancy samples of street-paving, 
but to what does it amount? No man whoever 
had any experience in the business would 
attempt to judge a new pavement by itslooks. 
It would be extremely fwolish todo so. The 
only way to tell a pavement is to test it by 
laying it on the streets. To judge of the 
merits of a pavement a man must see it after 
it has been laid a long time and then learn 
hog it has been laid, what the cost has been, 
wit advantages and defects have been shown 
bit, what the traffic has been on it and judge 
of its condition, how well it has lasted. Dura- 
bility is the one as point in street paving, 
and a man can obtain no idea of that by look - 
ing atnew-made pavements, which have not 
been tested. 


Impertant Street Improve ments. 


At a meetings of the Board of Public Im- 
provements to be held next Friday at2 p. m. 
some very important matters are to come up. 
The board is to consider some very important 
proposed street improvements. It will con- 


sider the proposed widening of Grand ave- 
nue from Caroline street to Arsenal street, 
and also the change of grade of the 
street from Rutger street to Lafayette avenue, 
and the full improvement of the thoroughfare 
from Sbaw avenue to Arsenal street. The 
idea Is to make Grand avenue a grand drive- 
way and boulevard from Caroline street to 
Arsenal street, and the board is taking the 
matter up at the request of property holders 
along the street. Another important matter 
that will come up for consideration is the wid- 
ening of Delmar avenue from King’s highway 
west to the Wabash Railway crossing. The 
reconstruction of Lafayette avenue from Mis- 
sissippi to Grand avenue is another matter 
the board will take up, and there are also a 
number of improvements of lesser importance 
to be considered.

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VALUE OF THE PACIFIC ROADS 


Every discussion of the proposed exten- 
sion of the Pacific railroad debts should 
keep in view the fact that Wall street and 
the financial world consider the Central 
Pacific worth $20,500,000 more than all of 
its indebtedness, and the Union Pacific 
$42,000,000 more than all of its indebted- 
ness. 

The Central Pacific’s $68,000,000 of stock 
is now quoted in Wall street at 30%, and 
the Union Pacific’s $60,868,500 of stock 
is quoted at 62%, and this in spite of the 
fact that dividends on both of these stocks 
have been stopped by Government action 
ever since the middle of 1884. The capital- 
ists who keep the stock at such prices un- 
der such circumstances simply say by 
their actions that they would be willing to 
take the two roads under foreclosure, pay 
off all prior liens, including the debts due 
the government, and pay $62,500,000 more 
for the two lines. 

The proposition that a foreclosure would 
not bring the Government the amount of 
its lien is therefore untenable. These 
stocks were all issued and taken subject 
to the Government’s prior lien, and the 
extension of the debt isasked for only as 
a favor to the innocent holders’’ of 
fraudulently issued stocks to enable them 
to agaifi begin receiving road earnings 
which would have paid the amount due 
the Goyernment at maturity if there had 
been no wrongful issue of stocks and no 
diversion of earnings to branch building 
and stock-jobbing purposes. 

The indebtedness of these roads to the 
Government was never in doubt till Con- 
gress interfered and impaired the security 
in the interest of the stock-jobbing man- 
agers. The security is still ample and the 
proposed extension can only weaken it. 
It looks very much like another attempt 
in Congress to work the United States 
Treasury again in the interest of stock- 


obbers.

Meeting of the Mvangelical Alliance This 
Morning—Rev. George E. Martin's Pu- 
per on “The Medel Hymn Book’’—A 
Magnificent Altar Veil—Death of Sister 
Mary Thomas—Washing of the Orphans’ 
Feet on Thursday—The Tenebrae. 


To Christians the present week is the most 
sacred ofthe whole year. It is the anniver- 
sary of the passion, death and resurrection of 
the Saviour of mankind. The final scenes in 
the life of the Redeemer are all commemorated 
by special services, more or less imposing, in 
all the churches. The most elaborate observ- 
ances are practiced in the Roman 
Catholic and Episcopal churehes. In 
the Roman Catholic Church  especi- 
ally the services are most extensive. Monday 
Tuesday and Wednesday are not character- 
ized by such inspiring forms and manners of 
worship as are the latter days of the week. A 
particularly grand service is that of the Tene- 
brae, which is sung in the churches on 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday evenings. 
It consists of the lamentations of Jeremiah, 
rendered to music fully in accord with tho 
lofty sentiment. The Tenebrae is only sang 
in the principal Catholic churches, and the 
chorus is composed of male voices entirely. 

On Holy Thursday the churches are made 
beautiful by a profusion of plants and flow- 
ers. One ofthe side altars, in the tabernacle 
of which the sacrament is to repose during 
Good Friday,is dressed in an elegant manner. 
The services of the day are most imposing. At 
the conclusion of the last masa the sacrament 
is carried to the tabernacie of the Altar pre- 
pared for its reception, and during the sol- 
emu procession a hymna is sung, in which the 
glory of the redemption isdwelt upon. Dur- 
ng the Gloria in Excelsis’’ on Holy Thurs- 
day the belis are rung for the last time until 
-Holy Saturday. Onthis day two hosts are 
consecrated, one being reserved for the 
following day, there being no cel- 
ebration of mass on Good Friday. 
One of the principal services of Holy Thurs- 
day is the washing of feet by the Bishop or 
Archbishop of the diocese. This is done in 
jmitation of Obrist’s humility in washing the 
feet of his aposties. Two orphans from the 
asylum on Sixteenth and Olark avenue are se- 
lected for the performance of this office. The 
ceremony will be performed by Archbisho 
Kenrick in St. John’s Church, on Sixteent 
and Chestnut streets, Thursday afternoon. 
The churchis always crowded to the doors 
on thisoccasion. Another observance of Holy 
Thursday is that of visiting the churches. 
Every youthful Catholic is expected to visit at 
least three churohes on this day. Many, how- 
ever, having performed this duty spend the af- 
ternoon lu visiting other churches in order to 
see and pray at the Deantiful altars.

Two acolytes spread a linen cloth upon the 
altar. and place the book on the epistie side. 

Alter- 
wards the priest receives a croes from the 
deacon, which heuncovers, and after his at- 
tendants have kissed it, the laity are permit- 
ted to glye the same evidence of devotion. 
Good Friday night the Tenebre is again sung. 

On Holy Saturday a fire is lighted outside of 
the church. The priest, vested, and his as- 
sociates, with cross, holy water and incense, 

roceeds to the entrance of the churoh and 

lesses the fre. Then he blesses the incense. 
During the prayer the acolyte fills the thuri- 
ble with coais from the fire. The priest then 
sprinkles the grains of incense and fire with 
holy water. The deacon receives the seed 
ing entered the church, the acolyte lig ts one 
of the three candies and the deacon kneéling 
on one knee, with the priest and the priest 
and the attendants, except the cross-bearer, 
sings The Light of Ohrist.’” He 
sings the same louder until the middle 
of the church is reached, where the last of 
the three candles is lighted. The font is also 
biessed on this day. his is done by dipping 
the paschal candle into the water and after- 
wards pouring lo the oll of the Catechumens 
in the form ofa cross. The olle used for 
holy order, extreme unction and confirma- 
sion are also blessed on this day. 

Easter Sunday is a day of oom rejoicing. 
The churches are relieved of their sepuicbral 
air, and flowers and lights give them a festive 
appearance. The organ, which has been stilled 
for days, again peals forth and hallelujahs 
are sent forth. The music rendered in the 
ehurch on Easter Sunday has been rehearsed 
for some time previous, and is the grandest 
of the year. Itisaday of great rejoicing to 
the Christians.

No! The ghoste of the great statesmen as 
well as those of Presidents and their wives 

rotest against the doing away of the White 

ouse. It may be added to or it may be 
turned into the business offices of the Presi- 
dent, but it will never be destroyed. There is 
no doubt but that it is too small. When Jobn 
Adams occupied itthe country had a popula- 
tion of little more than 5,000,000. The United 
States has now nearly 70, 000, 000, and the bus! 
ness ofthe President's office has so grown 
that nearly the whole of the Executive Man- 
sion is occupied by it. When Abigail Adams 
came into itshe had too muchroom. Mrs. 
Harrison has barely space to turn around in, 
and she has to receive her friends in one of 
the halis. 

THE WHITE HOUSE TO-DAY 

is like a big hotel and President Harrison is 
the landlord. Every man and woman who 
comes to Washington thinks he basa right to 
enter his house without n They 
tramp over his carpets with their muddy 
boots, ask all sorts of impudent questions of 
his servant and the chances are that they 
carry away a bit of the furniture, 1 now 
and then a piece as big as your hand Js clipped 
out of one of the lace curtains by a relic-hun- 
ter, and during President Lincoln’s time a 
woman was caughtin the very act of cuttin 
the costly curtains of the East room. She — 
when she was found out and she was taken 
up weeping to the President’s room. Mr. 
Lincoin looked at her sorrowfully and told her 
that the best thing she could do was to leave 
the city. Itis the same with the cushions of 
the furniture and it is by vo means safe to let 
sight-seers move about save under the eye of 
a guide. These guides are the President's 
servants and they have all they can do to 
keep the crowds out ot the most private parts 
ofthe house. Not — 2 ently visitors want 
to see the kitchen, and Ai the home life that 
Mrs. Harrison gets must come from a little 
space on the second floor. 
Let me give you a plain, practical descrp- 
tion of the White House asitis. The Presi. 
dent’s grounds cover many acres. They are 
surrounded by ahightron fence with great 
Iron post gates, and the rounds are filled with

Itisso big that you could build an 
eight-room house inside of it, and thirty men 
could march abreast through it without touch- 
ing their elbows. 

Just next to this at the left is a hall with 
stairs leading to the President’s office and on 
the other side of this ball is the mighty East 
Room. You neyer see Mrs. Harrison or any 
of the family upon these stairs. They are the 
property of the publie and the ceaseless tread 
ofthe countless crowd, which besieges the 
President, goes its muftied way up aud dows 
them. The East Room belongs to the people. 
It is always open to visitors and the only use 
that President Harrison gets from it isin 
crowding his callera into it at a big presiden- 
tial reception. It is one of the most beautiful 
rooms in the world. Its walls are painted in 
silver and gold, and its celling is three times 
as high as that of an ordinary room. It takes 
442 yards of Brussels carpet to cover it, and 
the velvet into which you sink is of the color 
of Etruscan.goid. ‘he most wonderful thing 
to me in this room is the chandeliers. Each 
one of these is made 

OF 6,000 PIECES 

of Bohemian glass, and they cost $5,000 apiece. 
There are eight Massive mirrors, each as big 
as two billiard tables, set into the walls about 
the room, and when the chandeliers are 
lighted these endants are reflect- 
ed like diamonds in these mirrors, 
and the scene is indescribably ori- 
liant. Still you might as well furnish a barn 
or a bowling alley and call it a parlor as to 
think of using this big room for the living 
roow or the home life of a private family, 
and if President Harrison wanted it he 
couldn’t get 't for the 7 have monopo- 
lized it by precedent of generations. 

It is the same with the green room, the blue 
room andthe red room. They are full of 
beauties in furniture and hangings, but they 
are as much shut out from the everyday life 
of the President as the parlor of a New Eng- 
innd farmer’s wife, which is dusted every day 
but never used except for compan It is in 
the biue room that Presi ent Har- 
rison, with his wife standing beside him, 
shakes the hand of the multitude at a big re- 
ception. The room is oval in shape, finisbed 
in blue satin fresco, and its diameter is about 
that ot a country church. Still it is hardly 
“large enough for this purpose, and when the 
crowd 1s out of it is too big for common use. 
There are many dining-rooms in Washington 
larger than the State dining-room, and I can 
count on my — — a dozen which are more 
beautifully furnished. There are none of the 
conveniences for serving a great dinner, and 
these $1,000 feasts which the President 
gives have to be largely gotton up out- 
side of the House, and hired waiters 
have to be brought in to pass the victuais. 
The dining-room used by the family or the 
private dining-room is at the right of the 
vestibule. This has to be turned inside out at 
every big reception for the table must be re- 
moved and shelves be put around the rooms 
to hold the hate and coats of the guests. At 
such reeeptions the State dining-room be- 
comes a ladies’ dressing-room and more fuss 
is made in the Executive Mansion every time 
the President receives than you make in your 
own home when your daughters are married. 
Not long ago there was a mantel bed in the re- 
ception room opposite Elijah Halfora’s office 
on the second floor. I passed through this 
room yesterday and noticed that it was there 
still, but whether itis used or not I do not 
know. Think ofthe President of the United 
States being compelled to have a wardrobe 
bed in one of his pariors.

A GENERAL PLAN 

about the White House which when once un- 
derstood makes the building simplicity itselt. 
If you will take a reetangular covering one- 
third ofan acre and bisect it lengthwise by a 
hall 18 teet wide, you will have the general 
plan of the building. Ou the ground floor at 
the end nearest the Treasury the great east 
room cuts off a part of this hail and runs the 
whole length ofthe building. The vestibule 
and <be private dining-room and the dressing- 
room are on the north of this hall, ana on the 
south are the green, blue, red and State din- 
ing-rooms. Aliofthe roomsofthe building 
thus go offfrom this hall and all are of the 
same length, namely, abott 28 feet. At the 
extreme end ofthe lower floor is a great shed 
of glass covering the area of several ordinary 
bouses and making up the conservatories of 
the White House. This is no part. however, 
of the original structure, and it need hardly 
be considered as connected with it. 

The second floor is on the same plan. All ot 
the rooms are big and three-fourths of them 
are made up of offices. The living rooms of 
the Paesident are at the west end of the sec- 
ond floor and Mr. Warrison has only four 
good-sized bed rooms. It takes about an 
bundred yards of carpet to cover each one of 
them, and she has turned the lower end of the 
hall into a sitting-room, and the children are 
using the little private office at the north- 
west 3 of the Fh cr amy 4 where President 
Ar ped is most intimate 
friends.

The room is of such a nature that it cannot be 
used for anything elee than the meetings of 
the Cabinet, and it isa business office pure 
and simple. In it have been held all the Cabi- 
net meetings for several administrations 
though President Lincoln used to hold his 
Cabinet meetings in the room now used by 
Col. Halford. 

The President's office is in the library. 
This room isa big oval requiring 141 yards of 
velvet Brussels to cover ite floor. It has win- 
dows looking out upon the Potomac and it is 
fifty-nine feet long and twenty-eight feet 
wide. The President’s callers are seated on 
chairs about the room and be usually stands 
with head bent over as be talks with them. 
He receives nearly every one who has busi- 
ness with him and he is * by a host of 
Conaressmen nearly every day. It is this 
rogm which forms his home and his 
business is always with him. His bed- 
room is next to it ana the ghost 
of work undone must hover.over him as be 
sleeps. The President of the United States 
never gets through with his work, and there 
oughtto be some arrangement by which he 
could get away fora certain time during the 
day from the care of his office. He ought not 
to have to eat and sleep bathed in the perspir- 
ation of office-seeking applications, and there 
ia no other business man in the United States 
who would endure such surroundings as the 
environments of our President. 

THE ATTIC 

of the White House might 8 to 
furnish some room. It does not. The root 16 
so low in most places that you cannot stand 
upright under it. All the light comes from 
the skylights andthe place is fit for nothing 
but a lum ber- room. In it are stored President 
Harrison's trunks and the old furniture of the 
Executive Mansion. 

The truth about the matter is that the Ex- 
ecutive mansion woula do very well for the 
private reside of the President, or for his 
Offices. It will not do for both, and the states- 
men appreciate it. In 1882 Senator Morrill had 
a bill which passed the Senate appropriating 
$309,000 to build an extension to the White 
House, and Mrs. Harrison has said that there 
ought to be two wings added toit. She would 
remodel the conservatory ,add a hall of paint- 
ing and statuary, and would leave the present 
building as it ie sandwiched between the 
ends of these two wings. In this way the 
historical associations of the buiiding 
would be preserved and Mrs, Harrison’s 
ideas are much betterthan thdtof Senator 
Ingalls, who was in favor of peers be story 
tothe building. ony White House has cost 
already about $2,000,000. It took $300,000 to 
build itnmeariy one hundred years ago and 
more than $1,700,000 havesince been spent 
upon it. It ie fullof beauties in the way of 
furniture and pictures, and though it costs us 
more than $125,000 a year to pay the Presi- 
dent’s saiary and keep up his establishment, 
we are rich and can afford it.

PATCH reporter this morning saw a number of 
workmen, and the indications were that there 
lll be no demand for the present for higher 
wages, and that the entire question of wages 
and bours will be left for decision after April 
7. On that date a mass-meeting will be held 
in Central Turner Hall, to be addressed by a 
member of the National Com mittee of the Car- 
penters’ Union. Thissame opinion was ex- 
pressed by Mr. W. H. Blake, Chairman of the 
Union Labor Central Committee. Speaking of 
the probabilities this morning he said: 
Everything depends on the carpenters. 
They will take the lead in whatever is done. 
Ihave been with them considerably lately, 
speaking and attending their meetings, and 
have made many inquiries as to what will be 
done with reference to this question. I find 
that 
THERE ARE THREE CLASSES, 
and that the carpenters are not at all united 
in their opinion as to what should be de- 
manded. There le a very large element who 
do not want to strike, and will be opposed to 
any movement of that kind. They want the 
eight-hour system, and they propose to bring 
every influence possibie to bear to secure its 
adoption, but they do not want to be forced 
to strike to attain their end. This class is 
very conservative. There is another 
branch, also conservative. They want the 
éight hour system, but they do not want to 
bring up the question of increase of pay with 
it. They propose to leave that alone for 
separate action, after they have secured the 
eight hours. The third class proposes to en- 
force the eight hours, and also to ask for 55 
cents an hour, the same as the brick masons 
are now paid. They propose to equalizethe pay 
ofthe mechanies ofall the building trades 
at SScentsan hour. It is not probable, how- 
ever, that their views will carry, unless there 
is a big change of sentiment, as, while the 
earpenters are a unit for eight hours the 


majority of them seem to be opposed to any 
attempt which may be regardedas going to 
the extreme.’’

THE OTHER BUILDING TRADSS. 

In reply he said. The carpenters will take 
the lead in whatever is done,and accordin 
their measure of success the others will a 
low. The painters will particularily be sab- 
ject to this rule. The carpenters are better 
organized, and can take up the question with 
more show of success. Ifthe carpenters get 
the eight hours and an increase of pay, then 
of course the others will expect the same. So
